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Buses set to roll in town

It’s a small service for a 
small municipality, but it’s a 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
residents got a sneak peak 
at their public transit service 
Tuesday morning, although 
it won’t officially begin 
delivering customers around 
town until Monday. 

And while the service is 
limited, everything possible 
is being done to make sure 
it provides a pleasurable 
experience. Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke told a crowd of 
about 70 well-wishers gath¬ 
ered for the ceremonial 
launch at the community 

Niagara ClassicTransport, 
a local family business pro¬ 
viding limousine service, is 
partnering with the town to 
offer buses which will con¬ 
nect the Old Town through 
Virgil to Niagara College’s 
Glendale campus. The loop 
begins at 7:45 a.m. at the 
Queen Street Court House, 
running Monday to Saturday, 
and reaching Glendale in 30 
minutes. 

It will also provide a loop 
from the Fort George tour 
bus parking lot to the Court 
House for tourists, running 
mid-May to mid-October. 

The service will cost 
about $466,000 a year, said 
Eke, but $3 rider fares and a 
gas tax rebate from the 
province should bring that 
down to about $62,000, or 
$4 per taxpayer. 

“I don’t know of any 
municipal transit system 
that breaks even,” he said, 
but with advertising revenue 
from the business directory 
displayed on a screen inside 
buses, and increased rider- 
ship, he envisions the town 
could get there before too 
long. 

The inaugural run of one 
of the 18-passenger buses, 
filled with town representa¬ 
tives and residents curious 
about the service, made a 
10-minute loop from the 
Anderson Lane community 


centre through the Old 
Town and back. On it were 
sisters Fumiko Nishimura 
and Gloria Oshimo, who 
live on Nassau Street in the 
Old Town. 

They look forward to 
using the bus to shop in 
Virgil, and also expect to 
try the Glendale connec¬ 
tion to St. Catharines. They 
were hoping a bus might 
come closer to their home, 
but a walk to the commu¬ 
nity centre stop is doable 
for them, said Oshimo. 

Margaret Teare on 
Niagara Street was also at 
the opening TUesday, and

traveled the Old Town route 
out of curiosity. 

She and her husband 
were huge supporters when 
town officials first began 
making plans for public 
transit, she said, and were at 
the launch primarily to sup¬ 
port a system they believe is 
badly needed. 

But they still drive, said 
Teare, and will be more like¬ 
ly to use the buses if Go 
Transit sets up a station at 
Glendale that will take them 
to Toronto. 

“We see this as a really 
good first step,” she said. 

The service that begins 
Monday, free to the commu¬ 
nity for the first week, is just 
the first phase, although it’s 
too soon to know what 
phase two might look like— 
it will be designed by the 
residents who use the sys¬ 
tem, Eke said. 

On the bus stop signs at 
nearly 40 locations between 


the Court House on Queen 
Street and the Glendale 
campus of Niagara College, 
where connections can be 
made to buses from St. 

Catharines, Welland and 
Niagara Falls, residents with 
a smart phone can scan a 
quick response code that 
will take them to the town’s 
website for route informa- 

By the end of April, an 
app will be available for 
iPhones that will also pro¬ 
vide information about 
exactly where the bus is that 
customers are waiting for, 
and its estimated time of 
arrival at the bus stop. 

David Mole, president of 
Niagara Classic Transport, 
says the company is still run¬ 
ning a community shuttle, 
and though it is completely 
separate from the public 
system, will help connect

Growers dodge the bullet - this time - as temperatures drop 


> Early warm 
spell makes 
farmers ner¬ 
vous—they 
have about six more 
weeks to worry 
about frost damage

Warnings of a cold 
snap earlier this week 
caused concern of crop 
damage to local grow¬ 


ers—tender fruit and 
grape vines were at risk. 

But other than damage 
to ornamental trees in 
Queenston, where tem¬ 
peratures dropped to 
minus seven Celsius early 
Tuesday morning, grower 
Ray Due said he hadn’t 
heard of any crop loss. 

While record-high 
temperatures accompa¬ 
nied an early spring and 
the rest of us enjoyed the 
warm spell, the tempera¬ 
ture drop that followed 
put fear in the hearts of 
local growers, who have 
been worried about 


But throughout most 
of the town the weather 
only dropped to minus 
three or four Celsius 
Monday night and 
Tuesday morning, leaving 
crops apparently 
unharmed—at least for 

Due, with grapes and 
tender fruit, says the fear 
of frost remains until 
mid-May, and there is 
usually at least one snow 
fall in early April. 

The weather forecast 


for Monday night had him 
nervous—his apricot 
trees have survived minus 
three Celsius after a warm 
spell, but if it gets much 
colder than that, he would 
expect to see some dam¬ 
age, he said. 

Apricots and plums are 
most at risk to frost, he 
says, and it can be days 
after a cold spell until the 
damage is evident. 

But this time, by 
Tuesday morning, he 
knew his trees had been 
spared. The weather fore¬ 
cast for the rest of this 
week is for rain and high¬ 


er temperatures—but he 
says he can’t stop worry¬ 
ing about frost just yet. 

While he didn’t need 
to turn on his wind 
machines, some growers 
did, he said. The blades 
can only raise tempera¬ 
tures about five degrees, 
but some years, that’s 
enough to preserve the 
crop. 

John Thwaites, with 
farms on Lakeshore Road, 
says the buds c 




t far 


enough along to suffer 
damage by this week’s 
cold, although he has 


been keeping a close eye 
on them. 

The flip side to the 
early spring, says Due, is 
that without a damaging 
frost, the warm weather 
will mean a longer grow¬ 
ing season, and could 
mean the best harvest 
yet—especially for red 
grapes such as Cabernet, 
which will be sweeter 
than usual. 

Tender fruit, he said, 
could ripen as much as a 
month earlier than nor¬ 
mal—he wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised to have apricots 
ready to pick in June.

New bus service is a great start 


On Monday morning, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake’s brand new bus service will be 
rolling into town to connect riders from 
Old Town to Virgil and Niagara College’s 
Glendale campus. 

It will be a significant moment for the 
town when the first bus begins its route 
early in the morning. 

The first run of the day will signify 
that NOTL finally has its own transit ser¬ 
vice —many residents would agree it is a 
service that has been needed in the 
community for a long time. 

The bus service will make it a little 
easier for people who don’t have access 
to their own vehicles to travel to the gro¬ 
cery store, to shop in Old Town and to 
run their weekly errands without paying 
for expensive taxis or relying on others. 

The new route also provides individ¬ 
uals with access to health care, employ¬ 
ment opportunities, shopping and 


entertainment in St Catharines, Niagara 
Falls and Welland. 

As with any new service, there will 
likely be a few glitches that will need to 
be worked out —the location of bus 
stops might not be convenient for every 
one and the new route doesn’t reach all 
parts of the town. 

It’s important to remember the ser¬ 
vice is a start. Although the routes are 
limited, there is the potential for a larger 
transit service that is easy to use, inex¬ 
pensive and helpful for every resident 
who depends on public transportation. 

Because it is in its infancy, it's impor¬ 
tant that it be used regularly to show 
Town councillors and the rest of the 
Niagara region that it is a vital service 
that is here to stay. 

Let’s hope residents find it useful and 
take advantage of a great deal at $3 a 
ride.

Let's be sure 
of power 
we're giving 
our police 


I wonder if reader Jake 
Sinka (Niagara Advance, 
March 15) and others fully 
realize the implications 
contained in Bill C 30? 

Certainly, the minister 
responsible for the act, Vic 
Toews, does not. 

When interviewed by 
the CBC, he said his 
understanding of the bill 
is that police can only 
request information from 
the ISPs, where they are 


conducting a specific 
investigation. 

But section 17 of the 
Protecting Children From 
Internet Predators Act out¬ 
lines exceptional circum¬ 
stances under which any 
police officer can ask ISP 
to turn over personal cli¬ 
ent information. 

Further, he said “I cer¬ 
tainly would like to see an 
explanation of that." 

Does this sound like he 
even understands the 
ramification of this inva¬ 
sive bill? Is everyone out 
there happy that based on 
whatever evidence the 
police may have, under 
this bill they have the 
authority to enter your 
house and seize your 
computer without a war¬ 
rant? 


This is all about giving 
police and others greater 
authority over us. We have 
seen how the police mis¬ 
used such authority when 
they arrested more than 
1,000 people during the 
G20 protests, subjected 
them to indignities and 
then released them with¬ 
out any charge. 

Do we really want to 
allow them to invade our 
homes on a whim? 

Aren't these the very 
freedoms people like me 
served in the military to 
uphold? 

Shame on this govern¬ 
ment for this over-reaction 
in the name of protecting 
our children.

It was a cold, rainy day 
last fall when Sheila Hirsch 
and Jean Cochrane, with 
dozens of families and vol¬ 
unteers, planted more than 
4,000 daffodil bulbs in front 
of the community centre. 

The fruits of last year’s 
labour will be celebrated 
Friday when the eighth 
Daffodil Garden of Hope is 
officially opened. 

"We usually open a gar¬ 
den at the end of April or 
the beginning of May and 
here we are getting ready 
to open this year’s garden 
in March," says Hirsch. 

Every garden is special, 
but this year is a little dif¬ 
ferent because the 'Daffodil 
Team’ that has worked to 
plant the eight gardens in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
taking a break from plant¬ 
ing this year. 

Hirsch says there is a lot 
of work involved that peo¬ 
ple may not realize and she 


hopes other people will be 
willing to take the reins for 
the next daffodil garden. 

“I’m 76 now and Jean is 
80. It takes a lot of fundrais¬ 
ing and we’re open to sug¬ 
gestions from people who 
have got an idea for a gar¬ 
den in a specific area.” 

Hirsch says she would 
love to see other people 
continue the tradition of 
the gardens around town 
with her support and 

"We’ve got all these gar¬ 
dens around town. We’d 
really like to see different 
organizations, including 
service clubs, churches 
and perhaps schools plant 
a garden on their proper¬ 
ties.” 

It was 2005 when Hirsch 
was diagnosed with cancer, 
and that’s when she was 
asked to plant the first daf¬ 
fodil garden. 

Since that time, daffodil 
gardens have been planted 
in Queenston at the fire 
hall, the Virgil Sportspark, 
at the NOTL Hospital, in 
Simcoe Park, Lowrey Park 
in St. Davids and both fire 
halls in Virgil and the Old 
Town to inspire hope, 
remember loved ones who 
have lost their batdes with 
cancer and to raise money 
to support cancer 
research.

“I was only supposed to 
do one garden (the first 
was in Simcoe Park) and 
then the hospital asked for 
one. I never realized it 
would still be going. We 
realized we were doing 
something for those who 
have been touched by can¬ 
cer,” said Hirsch. 

The opening of this gar¬ 
den ceremony is bitter¬ 
sweet for Cochrane 
because her husband lost 
his battle to cancer last 

Despite her loss, 
Cochrane says she fondly 
remembers planting last 
year’s garden.

Although it is sad to lose 
loved ones to cancer, 
Cochrane says she has 
many happy memories of 
planting the gardens. 

When the daffodil gar¬ 
den at Queenston was 
planted, Cochrane says 
bulbs were distributed to 
volunteers in Easter bas¬ 
kets. "One litde girl kept 
going back and Ming her 


basket with more bulbs. I 
think she planted the most 
that year.” 

Another year, Cochrane 
remembers a boy planting 
bulbs for his grandpa who 
had passed away from can- 

He said he was planting 
them on the edge of the 
garden so he could see the 
daffodils he planted for his 
grandpa when he passed 
by, Cochrane recalls. 

She laughs when she 
remembers planting the 
garden in St. Davids. That 
year, the Cancer Society 
donated a tent to be used 
by volunteers. 

“It was very windy that 
day and the tent ended up 
in someone else’s garden." 

Cochrane also remem¬ 
bers the very first garden in 
Simcoe Park that was 
destroyed one year when a 
wedding party wanted to 
take photos. A horse and 
buggy were driven through 
the garden and knocked 


over the daffodils. 

But the plants are fight¬ 
ers and grew back the next 
year, which is why they are 
the best symbol for some¬ 
one battling cancer, says 
Cochrane. 

“That’s the wonderful 
thing about daffodils. They 
keep coming back and 
multiplying.” 

The ribbon cutting cer¬ 
emony Friday will begin at 
11 a.m. at the community 
centre. Everyone is invited 
to attend and asked to 
arrive early. 

Hirsch says she is very 
thankful for every volun¬ 
teer, the firefighters who 
helped prepare the garden 
for planting, the Town’s 
parks and recreation 
department and the NOTL 
Horticultural Society for all 
of their support they have 
provided throughout the 
years. She says she hopes 
everyone who has been 
involved with the gardens 
will attend the ceremony.

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
town councillors under¬ 
stand the pain of provin¬ 
cial decisions that 
adversely effect munici¬ 
palities—especially when 
they have an economic 
impact on tourism.

support behind Fort Erie
